F. 2. Firſt, We cannot Believe 
that Chriſt is the Cauſe, but.the Ef- 
fed of God's Love, according to the 
Teſtimony of the Beloved Dilci- 
ple John, Chap. 3. God hath ſo lo- 
ved the World, *that he hath given 
his only Begotten Son into the World, 
that whoſeever believeth on him 
ſhonld not periſh, but have Everlaſt- 
zng Life. | 

Secondly, We cannot ſay, God 
could not haye taken anorher way to 
have ſayed Sinners, than by the Death 
A 4 and 
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and:Snficrings of his Son, to ſatisfic 
his: Juſtice, or that Chriſt's Death 
and ſufferings were a/trid and rigid 
Satisfaction for that Erernal Death 
-and:Miſery due to a Man, for Sin and 
Tranſgreflion ; For ſuch a Notion 
were to make God's Mercy little con- 
cerned in Man's Salvation ; and jn- 
deed we are at too great a diſtance 
from his Infinite Witdom and Pow- 
er, tojudge of rhe Liberty and Neceſity 
of his Actings. | 
Thirdly, We cannot fay Jeſus 
Chriſt! was the greateſt Sinner in the 
World, ('becaute he. bore our Sins 
on his Croſs, or becauſe he was made 
Sin for us, who knew no Sin ) an 
Expreliion of great /evity and unfound- 
eſs, yet often ſaid by great Preach- 
ers and Profeſlors of Religion. 
Fourthly, We cannot Believe that 
Chriſt's Deach and Sufterings /o fatiſ- 
fics God , * or juſtifies Men, as that 
they are thereby Accepred of God : 
They are indeed rhercby pur into a

Man juſtified before 
God, while-Self-condemyed ; or that 
any Man can be in Chriſt, who is 
not a New Creature, or that God 
looks upon Men otherwiſe then rhey 
are. We think ita ſtate of Preſumps 
tou, and not of Salvation, - to call Fe- 
ſas,.-Lord' and notby the Work of 
the Zoly Ghoſt. Maſter ! And he 
not yet Maſter of our Aﬀections, : Savt- 
our| And they 'not. ſaved by, him 
from their Sins : Redeemer ! And yet 
they not redeemed by him from their 
Paſſion, Pride, Govetouſneſs, Wanton- 
neſs, Vanity, Honours, vain Friend- 
ſhips, and Glory of this World: Which 
were to deceive-themſelves : for God 
will not be mecked, ſuch as Men 
fow , ſuch muſt they reap. . And 
though Chriſt did Dze for us, yet we 
muſt, by rhe Aſliſtance of his Grace, 
work o4t our - Salvation with fear and 
trembling : As he Died for $1, 1o we

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muſt Die 2s Sin, or we cannot be ſaid 
to-befaved by the Death and Suffer- 
ings of Chriſt, or throughly juſtified 
and accepted with God.

The 
firſt part of Juſtification we do reve» 
reatly and humbly acknowledge is 
only for the ſake of the Death and 
Sutterings of Chriſt ; nothing we can 
do, though; by the Operation of the Holy 
Spirit, being ableto Cancel Old Debrs, 
Or

or wipe out Old Scores : It is the 
Power and Efficacy of that Propitia- 
tory Offering, upon Faith and Repen- 
cance, that juſtifies us ſrom the Sins 
that are paſt ;. and it is the Power of 
Chriſt's Spirir in our Hearts that 
Purifies and makes us acceptable he- 
fore God, For till the Heart of Man 
is purged from Sin, God will never 
accept of jt.
